WEEKLY REVIEW. | 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Conditions 


The canned goods market has been exceedingly quiet this 
past week, not alone here in Baltimore—in fact it has been 
somewhat more lively here than elsewhere. There seems to 
have come a lull over all lines of business during the past fort- 
night or so, not alone in the food lines, but in the general com- 
mercial lines. We have heard more complaints of poor business 
lately than for more than a year. Just why this is so no one 
seems to know, and there appears to be no reason for it. 

One large jobber, in conversation this week, said that at 
this season there is always a slight slump in the grocery busi- 
ness, but did not know what to ascribe itto. The retailers seem 
to have ceased buying for a period, and this determination seems 
to be general. A look at the railroad freight houses and steam- 
ship docks gives one the impression that it is holiday time, and 
that business is at a standstill. We have not seen as light ship- 
ments in many months as now seem to be moving. 


There can be little doubt, however, that this condition is 
only temporary, and that soon there will be a boom to business, 
and a new rush to buy. Factories are busy and labor is well 
employed, and it may be counted upon with certainty that their 
wages will be spent as formerly. They must come into the mar- 
ket as buyers, and this will bring the retailers back. 


The Government Weather Bureau reports the weather for 
the month of March just passed as breaking all previous records, 
and in several ways. In the first place the temperature aver- 
aged 10 degrees above normal over the entire country. The 
effect of this high temperature in all sections'was to bring out 
the buds and leaves on all treés and bushes and force the spring 
along more than a month ahead of time. It is this that caused 
the dangerous position in regard to fruits to which we called 
attention last week ; but with this warm weather there was an 
unprecedented dryness, hardly any rain having fallen during 
the month. Practically the first rain experienced in this section 
for over a month fell Wednesday night, and that was only a 
short one. But following this rain the weather turned cooler, 
and Thursday night gave dangerous indications of frost. In 
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fact snow has been reported throughout New York State and 
sections of the West, but at this writing we are unable to con- 
firm these reports or to say anything of the damage done if such 
is the case. A severe frost general throughout the country at 
this time would cause havoc in fruits of all kinds. It is just 
possible that some fruits have passed the danger point in their 
blossoming, and particularly is this the case in the South, where 
the trees are further advanced than in the northern sections; 
but we question if even these trees are entirely free of possible 
damage. 

Next week we will be able to give more definite information 
along this line, but at this writing it looks as if there would be 
some trouble experienced from cold weather, now setting in. 

The question that is agitating the minds of many now isthe 
extent of the acreage contracted on the various lines. On toma- 
toes we can reasonably expect to see a somewhat smaller acreage 
than last season. But it will not be greatly reduced. In fact, 
we doubt if it will be sufficiently reduced. On corn there is no 
doubt the acreage will be considerably increased. Higher prices 
are being paid than ever before in the efforts to secure a large 
acreage, and so it looks as if some are going to have their fingers 
burned this coming season on corn. 

Small fruits are so well cleaned up that it would be a pity 
to see frost kill the present prospects. The canners are gradu- 
ally raising the quality of small fruits, so that the consuming 
public takes to them with more relish, and if this practice of 
putting at least a light syrup on all berries, etc., is continued, 
together with the well-filled can, this demand will be greatly 
increased. In looking over quotations in a grocery journal this 
week the differences in prices of berries of supposedly the 
same quality, was remarkable. Thus for instance, strawberries, 
No. 2, in syrup, could be bought from goc. to $1.80; black- 


berries from goc_ to $1.75 for preserved goods, and so on. Of 
course the cheaper goods were all that word implies as to quality 
and fill of the can, but there is too great a variation under any 
circumstances, and it should not be. The public does not under- 
stand such things and only condemns the whole business on 
account of them. 

Pineapples will soon be in this market, and it is expected 
some of the houses here will make runs on them, though not to 


the extent formerly done. The latter part of this month will 
see the season open on these goods, when the real canning sea- 
son of 1910 will be on. 

Meantime there are few or no changes to note in the canned 
goods market. There is a slight demand for tomatoes, but for 
small quantities comparatively, and the market is weak. Weak 
because there seems always some packer willing to unload his 
goods at the lowest prices. 

Corn is firm and in fair demand, but peas are drawing at- 
tention mainly for the cheaper grades. Better grades of peas 
are scarce and holders know their value. 

Canners’ metals show no changes worthy of mention, but 
with the season now at hand when the year’s supplies must be 
arranged for, there is more business being done. 


Wellsburg, W. Va.—The Wellsburg Pure Food Canning 
& Preserving Co. has been incorporated. Capital stock is 
$5,000. John R. Elson, Geo. C. Whitehead, Sol. Combs, Sr., 
W. C. McWreath and W. C. Hogg, all of Wellsburg, W. Va., 
are the incorporators. 


Murray, Utah.—The Utah Products Co., First National 
Bank Building, this city, has called for plans for a cannery, and 
as soon as these have been submitted and accepted work on the 
factory will commence. Acreage of tomatoes has been secured. 


Ogden, Utah.-—Fire recently destroyed a large stock of 
canned vegetables and fruits in the warehouse of the Wasatch 
Canning Co., and it is estimated the damage amounts to $75,000, 
partly covered by insurance. 


Greenacres, Wash.—Mr. Fred Myers states that no change 
of ownership of the Greenacres Canning Co. has taken place, 
but that such a plan is under way. Even if this falls through 
an effort will be made to operate the plant the coming season.

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NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, April 6.—It can’t be said that business has 
opened with any remarkable degree of activity for the month, 
but possibly that will come later. It may be sufficient that 
something is doing, since there have been numerous months in 
which the movement was so slight while it was in progress that 
often brokers reported nothing was doing. April promises to 
be better than that, but the proportion of business done may 
not be what holders would like to see. Meanwhile it is almost 
sure that retailers are allowing their stocks to run down to the 
lowest possible proportions, and in instances it is necessary to 
buy from day to day to satisfy the requirements of the ordinary 
run of business. Conditions are such that trade is largely in 
small lots, and while the aggregate may be fair from week to 
week, individual transactions are so small that they amount to 
almost nothing in the opinion of those who make them. The 
situation may improve later, but for the present there is little 
that points directly to such a devoutly and wished for occurrence. 

Tomatoes.—The situation has scarcely changed in this 
commodity during the week. Sales have been made in a small 
way, but apart from the desire to create better conditions 
through undertaking to bolster up the market in one way or 
another, the situation has remained substantially as previously 
reported. The market, by the way, will, it is understood, be 
rather better as soon as buyers realize that the supply is rela- 
tively short. So far this is scarcely believed, and very many 
are under the impression that the story is published for the pur- 
pose of forcing advances in prices. It is, however, undoubtedly 
true that prices will advance, and that the truth of this state- 
ment regarding stocks will also be verified before very long. 
The market will scarcely improve as long as holders here and 
there are ready to sell at low values. The market here is un- 
even, some holders asking full outside quotations and refusing 
to sell only under such terms, while others will accept reduced 
figures rather than not make a sale. It is well for those hand- 
ling such goods to carefully consider all sides of the questions 
involved, relying afterward upon their own judgment for the 
decisive work in determining what they shall do in any given 
direction. Sales have not been large during the week. That 
much is sure, but there have been rather more inquiries reported 
and apparently some holders are in receipt of information which 
leads them to think buyers are not liberally stocked. Caution 
is the better part of trading. That much is well known and 
understood, but the man who sometimes throws caution to the 


winds wins in the long run and establishes better conditions in 
his business. It might be that the tomato trade would be bene- 
fited right now if a little daring was suddenly injected into it. 

Corn.—A slight reduction occurred in southern corn during 
the week. Other grades were held firmly up to quotations, 
however, and sales were relatively small. The situation pre- 
sents no new features of importance. The market remains in 
practically the same position it has been for some weeks, with 
business limited to the actual requirements of dealers, and the 
outlook indicating no important increase in requirements or 
demand. If dealers should begin buying some varieties prices 
would advance, but the fact that conservatism marks all opera- 
tions, whether of buying or selling, seems to preclude any im- 
portant changes at present. It may be said, too, that this 
applies equally to both spot and future business. 

Peas.—No change has been reported in this market during 
the past week. Sellers are not urging movement and buyers are 
too indifferent to undertake to encourage transactions. Possibly 
later movement will increase, but for the present indifference 
governs both sellers and buyers. 

Beans.—Trade in strings has not changed materially. The 


. situation is, all things considersd, a shade weaker than it has 


been, but without any reduction in prices, excepting as buyers 
can force holders to accept concessions. 

Asparagus.—The market remains about the same, with a 
slight reduction, if anything, as compared with previous weeks. 
It would be kard to determine the exact status without going 
into an exhaustive investigation. Theuncertainty had its effect 
upon the temper of buyers and perhaps is responsible for much 
ot the apparent indifference of the occasion. 

Fruits.—The market has been rather dull of late, with sales 
limited to actual requirements and business in all directions too 
slight to be considered as really representing trade. In some 
instances it has been said that holders are quite willing to bring 
about such a state of affairs as will force buyers to pay the higher 
values. It is hard to find out just how the market stands, hold- 
ers saying one thing and buyers something quite different. It is 
probable that both are partially right, though it can be said 
with certainty that neither can claim any degree of accuracy in 
making assertions. They both color their statements to suit the 
occasion and attempt in this way to influence movement to gain 
their own personal ends. 

Salmon.—The trade has not changed materially since last 
week. Consumption is fast reducing the supplies on hand, and 
unless there are unsuspected quantities somewhere, the quantity 
available will be scarcely sufficient to last until the new pack is 
ready for delivery. Red Alaska is held firmly up to $1.50, with 
supplies very small at even that high figure, while Columbia 
river chinooks and sockeye are almost exhausted and can be 
obtained in small quantities only from second hands. Pinks are 
firmly held and chums are rapidly disappearing before the 
furious onslaught of buyers, who insist that they must have 
something for their trade. A good business has been done in 
futures subject to approval of price. HuDSON.

The Weather.—Spring weather has prevailed all during 
the week with frequent showers and alternating sunshine. The 
leaves are coming out on the trees and the buds on the shrub- 
bery, and the oldest inhabitant pronounces it the earliest spring 
we have had for many a year. The pessimists are predicting 
sorry results of the early spring and they fear that cold weather 
will come with heavy frosts and kill the fruit. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The Chicago market on canned 
tomatoes has receded from the advance which was secured last 
week, and full grade standard 3s can now be bought f. o. b. 
warehouse Chicago for 6734c. per dozen. 

I know of a block of fine, well-filled 3s of uniform color, on 
which 7oc. was offered last week and declined. The holder is 
urging them this week at 67%4c. 

The sale of gallon tomatoes is said to have been very small, 
this, as compared with previous years. 

There has been a small demand for 2s tomatoes during the 
past week, as the stocks in Chicago seem to have become almost 
exhausted. This is, however,a trivial incident to record, as the 
sale of 2s in this market is so insignificant that it is hardly 
worth giving attention to. 

Canned Corn.—The market has no additional features of 
interest and stands as previously described, quiet, but firm. 

Canned Peas.—There is a good healthy inquiry for very 
cheap qualities at 5734c. to 60c., delivered Chicago. 

This inquiry is not being met freely from any source, and 
brokers are experiencing great difficulty in finding stock that 
can be marketed at the price and that jobbers will accept. 


There are plenty of offerings at 65c. to 7oc. for cheap peas 
of fairly good quality, but the approach of the packing season

seems to inspire the buyers to think that packers are anxious to 
clean up and that they should be putting their surplus holdings 
on the market. 

Packers do not agree with these views, as they find that 
they can obtain more for their cheaper grades of peas by carry- 
ing them over into the new season and putting them on the 
market with the 1910 pack than by selling now. and where they 
have the room to store the goods and the capital to carry them 
they are pursuing that programme. 

The surplus holdings, however, in the first hands, are very 
small, so I understand, and the carry-over will be quite limited. 

Canned Salmon.—The market is exceedingly irregular. 
The three big Salmon canneries seem to have come to a mutual 
understanding in relation to prospective prices of salmon of the 
1910 pack, as some contracts for future delivery, which I have 
seen, contain a price clause which guarantees only against 
Pacific-American Fisheries, The Alaska Packers’ Association 
and the Northern Packers’ Association. 

This is regarded by buyers as evidence that these three con- 
cerns propose to confer and co-operate as to the prices of 1910 
pack salmon. 

The inference is not however essentialy accurate as it may 
be that the big packing concerns do not care to guarantee 
against the small outside or irresponsible concerns. They are 
willing to guarantee against the three or more responsible con- 
cerns, knowing that they will have to meet such prices anyhow. 

The probable result of this action on the part of the larger 
packing establishments will be to place them in the attitude of 
holding the umbrella while the little fellows sell out. There 
will be no hardship, however, in that attitude, as the supply of 
salmon is not likely to be sufficient to fill the enormous demand 
which will be ready to take all that is offered. 

The Question of Swells, Leaks and Rusties—Which 
was written of in my last week’s communication in THE TRADE 
seems to have aroused considerable comment and interest and I 
have heard from it from several sources. 

The jobbers who push their private labels to the exclusion 
of packers’ labels guarantee their swells,.leaks and rusties in- 
definitely, and take them back at any time without looking up 
the date on which they were sold. They transfer the burden to 
the packer, from the fact that the packers do not mark their 
cans, and the goods being unlabeled if the jobber continues to 
buy the same kind of goods from the same packer, that packer 
cannot tell when the goods returned to him under the jobber’s 
label were packed and must stand behind them. This gives 
private label men an advantage over the fellow who handles 
packer’s labels, as the packer marks his own labels and will not 
guarantee beyond six morfths, although some of the western

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packers are beginning to guarantee until July 1, following pur- 
chase, and a few guarantee indefinitely. 


The proper care of rusty canned goods which are caused by 
the contents of leakers in the case exuding upon other cans and 
spoiling the labels is one which causes much trouble. 


As a general thing packers decline to take back rusty cans, 
holding that they are sound and merchantable, and that their 
guarantee is only against leakers and swells: They will usually 
furnish labels to put on them, but this re-labeling proposition is 
one that gives a jobbing house much annoyance and expense, 
as most of the cans which are rusty must be scoured and then 
they must be tanked in hot water to get the old labels off, and 
frequently they must be lacquered in order to conceal the evi- 
dence of rust, and then relabeled and put on the market at a re- 
duced price. 

It seems to me that it would be much better for the packing 
establishments to fully guarantee their canned goods. Some of 
them are already doing so, and instead of refusing to take back 
their rusty cans and sprung cans as in some instances, they 
should have the goods returned by freight to them and put in 
proper condition, especially when the goods are under their own 
labels. 

The expense to them would be small, whereas to the jobber 
it is, not only important, but the work is something that he is 
not usually equipped for, and for which he has no room or 
space. 

This subject may seem of minor importance to those who 
are engaged in the manufacture of canned goods, but it is a very 
serious question to those who handle the canned goods for dis- 
tribution, and is deserving careful consideration and attention. 

The deterioration in the quality of tin plate which has taken 
place in several years past, has caused an unusual percentage of 
swells, leaks and rusties in canned goods. 


This is especially the case with eastern packed canned 
tomatoes. Many of the packers of Maryland, Virginia and 
Delaware seem to pack their tomotoes so hastily, and to be so 
inadequately equipped with the proper machinery and facilities 
for handling them right, that they turn canned tomatoes out in 
exceedingly poor condition. 

The cans in many instances are covered with the sediment 
from the processing kettle and look smeary and dirty. They 
also frequently show evidences of having been badly stored in 
sheds or leaky buildings, causing the cans to rust. 

The cases are usually of a good quality, but the stenciling 
or labeling of the cases is hastily done and is smeary and not 
neat. 

Then the work of sealing, capping, etc., is apparently done 
with great speed and haste, and is frequently so unreliable that 
5 per cent of swells is occasionally found in a lot of tomatoes. 

It has, therefore, become essential for jobbers and dealers 
to protect themselves against such methods, and it is now up to 
the packers to either discontinue such carelessness or face the 
consequences. WRANGLER.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


SAN FRANcIscO, CAL., April 2, 1910. 

From all sections of the State reports are coming in that 
prospects are excellent for both fruit and vegetable crops, and 
canneries that have been closed for a number of seasons are now 
being placed in readiness for operations this season, Without a 
doubt there will be more canneries operated this season than 
has been the case during the past two years, for not only is 
money for the operation of a cauning season now procurable, 
but the outlook for a highly successful season is very promising. 
In spite of the fact that at this time last year there was a large 
carry over of California canned products, the market here is 
well cleaned up this season, and by the time the new season’s 
pack is ready for the market there will be but little old stock in 
first hands. While it is still too early to make accurate fore- 
casts in regard to the fruit crop for 1910, it may be said that 
the indications were never better than they are now. A heavy 
spring rain has visited the entire State, supplying ample mois- 
ture, and the weather has cleared without the customary heavy 
frost, and no damage from this source has been reported, as 
yet. There has been a slight damage caused by the rain rot- 
ting the newly set apricots in some sections, but it is not be- 
lieved that this damage is very extensive. 

Vegetable growers are much elated over the timely coming 
of rain, and fields are in splendid condition. In the asparagus 
growing districts the rain was especially timely, and being fol- 
lowed by warm weather has caused a rapid growth of grass. 
Some canneries have commenced operations on a small scale, 
and during the course of the coming week a number of plants 
will start up. With the market for the canned product in its 
present unfavorable shape many packers have withdrawn en- 
tirely from the buying field, and will care only for the aspara- 
gus they have already contracted for and the output of their 
own fields. There is a considerable acreage coming into bear- 
ing this scason for the first time, and a large part of this new 
product has not been disposed of, as yet. Large shipments of 
the fresh article are being made to the local and to the eastern 
markets, and efforts will be made to dispose of as large a part of 
the crop in this manner as possible. There is considerable busi- 
ness being done at the reduced rates, but not as much as had 
been anticipated, and it is to be noted that the low prices named 
by some firms has not materially hindred the sale of goods by 
firms that have maintained the opening rates. In previous 
years there has been much inferior stock placed on the market, 
and in canned asparagus, more, perhaps, than in any other 
California canned article, the packer’s brand is taken into 
account. None 2f the packers can be made to believe that there 
will be a falling off in the demand for canned asparagus, and in 


fact, most of them are of the opinion that there will be a de- 
cided increase in consumption over that of last year. It would 


seem that eastern buyers do not care to make heavy purchases 
of canned goods futures no matter what the prices may be, and 
business in canned asparagus may be expected to be distributed 
throughout the entire year instead of being done largely before 
the pack is put up. Also, it would appear that at the present 
prices this article would be a good buy, for it is too close to the 
actual cost of production to last long. 

Preparations are being made for planting an increased acre- 
age to tomatoes in the Haywards district this season. Fair 
prices are assured, as the goods that are now being sold for 
future delivery are selling at from 75c. to 77%c. Jobbers re- 
port but a light business, however, most buyers preferring to 
wait a while before making extensive purchases. 

There is but little buying going on here in the line of future 
canned corn from the reason that prices have taken an upward 
turn. Stocks of goods are quite light in San Francisco at the 
present time, the spring demand having been greater than was 
anticipated. 

The prospects of receiving splendid prices for canned sal- 
mon and a certain market for their product are such that a 
larger number of canneries will be operated on the Coast this 
season than is usually the case on an ‘‘off’’ year. It is an- 
nounced that on the Puget Sound only eight out of the twenty- 
four salmon canneries will remain idle during the coming season 
and it may be decided later to operate some of these. In Alaska 
there will be at least three new canneries operated and a number 
of old ones that have been idle for several seasons will be opened. 
The prospects are that a pack greater than the average will be 
put up. The following firms will operate plants on the Puget 
Sound: Alaska Packers’ Association (two), Ainsworth & 
Dunn, Apex Fish Co., Astoria & Puget Sound Packing Co., 
Bellingham Canning Co., Carlisle Packing Co., Coast Fish Co., 
J. W. & V. Cook Packing Co., Fidalgo Island Packing Co., 
Friday Harbor Packing Co., George & Barker Co., Manhattan 
Canning Co., Pacific-American Fisheries, and the Porter Fish 
Co. At the present time the following plants are considered to 
be ones which will not be operated: The Blaine Packing Co.’s 
plant, Blaine, Wash ; the Sehome Cannery, Bellingham, Wash. ; 
Pacific-American Fisheries Cannery, Anacortes, Wash.; Alaska 
Packers’ Association plant, Point Roberts, Wash.; Seeley Can- 
nery, Blaine; the Bell-Irving Cannery on Sinclair Island; the 
Port Townsend Packing Co.’s plant, and the Sims Cannery at 
Port Townsend, Wash. 

The Alaska Packers’ Association has sent the largest part 
of its fleet to the North, and will get the rest of it away within 
the next few days. Thirty-two vessels in all will be sent out, 
all but five of which are cargo vessels.. This firm is interested 
in survey work that is to be done by the Government this sum- 
mer at Bristol Bay, Alaska, where the most important of its 
canneries are located. 

The first convention of salmon hatchery superintendents to 
be held in Oregon will be held at Salem, Ore., on April 4th 
and sth. A number of prominent cannerymen have been in- 
vited to be present, and several will take advantage of the 
opportunity. 
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F. E. Booth, of the Monterey Packing Co., will not accept 
the lease granted him for the site of a new sardine cannery at 
Monterey unless the provisions of the lease are altered. 
Mr. Booth objects to the clause that binds him to expend the 
sum of $75,000 a year when the fish catch warrants it. 

Hunt Bros. Co. announce, through their Mr. F. A. Dick- 
con, that the Gridley, Cal., cannery would be operated this sea- 
son to its full capacity, and that with the exception of those put 
up in gallon cans, all fruits would be packed in sanitary cans. 

A deed has been filed at Napa, Cal., transferring the can- 
nery property from the possession of the Napa Canning Co. to 
the California Canning Co., of San Francisco. ; 

At a meeting of the Suisun and Fairfield Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation held recently, sufficient stock was subscribed to warrant 
the establishing of a cannery at Suisun. The plant is to be put 
up by the Winters Cannery, and will be ready for operation 
this season. ‘ 

Joseph Durney, of the Griffith-Durney Co., is now in the 
East, and will be absent for about a couple of months. 

P. D. Creager, of the Hastings Industrial Co. of Chicago, 
has presented a proposition to the city of Union, Ore., for the 
erection of a fruit and vegetable cannery at that place if local 
interests can be induced to become interested in the project. 
Mr. Creager is now at that place looking over the field.

I know of no commercial business which 
needs the brains and backbone of men of confidence more than 
the canning business, even more today than ever before. What is 
the use of building upon a foundation you well know is of crumb- 
ling material, will soon decay and be a failure? 

Therefore consider well along this line. What is a man 
without morality? Show mea business firm of any kind who 
has the reputation of being reliable and trustworty, and I will

show you a firm that has the respect and patronage of all who 
know them. And how have they achieved this fame? Why by 
being true to moral and business principles. They started right. 
There is only one way to begin anything, and that is the right 
way. Bea Henry Clay when it comes to choosing for the right. 
Establish a principle and rule, and if they are right stick to 
them, no matter what others say. Suppose Columbus had given 
up the idea that the world was round, because others did not 
agree with him and his ideas, what would have been the result ? 
Why defeat for him. His conscience told him he was right, 
and from his own knowledge and learning he felt sure of suc- 
cess. How easy it is to wreck a canning business or hurt the 
prices of canned goods by trying to put up goods that will not 
stand the test, and by reason of a short crop think they will sell 
because they are scarce. How often have I seen it done; but 
remember it is only one out of ten times you succeed at that 
kind of business. Often the market is glutted with tomatoes 
and corn and other goods, too, but not with first-class goods. 

“Do unto others as you would have them do unto you,’’ 
but not as David Haram has said, ‘‘Do the other fellow first.’’ 

Our busiuess success depends largely upon the dictations of 
our own conscience, and by putting the same into effect. 

I was in a jobbing house last spring in Cairo, Ill., and as I 
was shown through their warehouse they called my attention to 
a car load of goods they had received from a certain canning 
company. They bought two cars of spot tomatoes last spring, 
and they were shipped to them without being overhauled, in a 
very bad condition. Of the two car loads about half of them 
were swells; that was a black eye to the canning business, but 
this is only one case in many, and on further investigation I 
found these goods had been bought very cheap, in fact the can- 
ning company had gone to the wall, and they sold them for 
what they could get. This the jobber should bear in mind, and 
not buy up cheap goods to speculate on at the consumer’s 


expense. It does not pay to always buy cheap goods, especially 
brands you know nothing about. It pays to buy better goods 
even if you have to pay a. few cents more per dozen, and buy 
from reliable canners, who always pack good goods, and have 
stood behind them. The canner should be more particular in 
what kind of goods is received at the factory, and see that they 
are worked up before they spoil. There are too many tomatoes 
brought to the factory that should have been fed to the hogs or 
left in the fields. You had better not can at all if you are going 
to work on that kind of material. The success of any canning 
business depends largely upon the consciencious management 
and the material they have to put up. The manager should 
first-understand the packing business thoroughly, have some 
knowledge of the jobbing trade in general, should have some 
executive ability, know how to handle his help, and above all 
he should be consciencious and reliable. Many plants fall down 
at this stage of the business by getting acheap man; you can 
get them, and when you do, you will pack cheap goods, they 
will go on a cheap market, and will bring a cheap price, and in 
the end you will come out at the cheap end of the horn. It 
should be the aim of every canning man to put up first-class 
‘goods. If you can only put up half a pack by putting up first- 
class goods, do it and let the other fellow put up the common, 
and you will always have good goods and get a good price. 

Do not send out samples superior to the bulk of your pack, 
for if there is anything that must come up to samples it is toma- 
toes or corn, especially if the price is a little off. The canner 
should be very careful in selecting the samples, because the 
buyer expects the goods to measure up to the samples or even a 
little better, and of course it is very uard for the canner to tell 
just the quality of the goods that might open up in the brokers 
office. Therefore, let your motto be ‘‘Good goods or no goods.’’ 
The canner cannot be too careful along this line. I wish to 
say to to the canners that the majority of them are too careless,

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and are satisfied to have their goods just measured up to the 
standard; they should do more than this—they should go be- 
yond; this would mean quick sales and the top of the market, 
and you will not need any arbitrators. I understand there has 
been quite a lot of last years canned goods rejected, because of 
the goods not coming up to samples. It seems useless to me to 
pack goods if they will not come up to the standard. This has 
made many a blockade in the market and an embarrassing con- 
dition as to the trade. If this inferior class of goods had not 
been packed, they could not have been on the market. The 
majority of the canned goods packed today are of an inferior 
quality, and as the majority rules, the price comes down with 
the quality, and the canners that have packed good goods suffer 
thereby. Many times I have seen goods opened up in the job- 
bers office, when the samples were inferior to each other, but 
the price was the same. (So we see by this that not only the can- 
ner should be conscientious. ) And as long as the packers continue 
to pack inferior goods, just so long they will continue to receive 
poor prices. The canners must become more consistent along 
these lines; they are the ones that are largely responsible for 
low prices. Therefore, let all connected along this line operate 
together for the betterment of these conditions, not only the 
canners (while he should be most interested) but the broker and 
jobber as well. This is a free country, and Jet us work together 
for the good of our fellow-man. Let the canner pack his goods 
in such a manner that when they go on the market they will 
compete with any, and those who eat them will pronounce them 
good. They won’t be long telling their neighbors and friends 
about them, especially the women. And I assure you if I had 
anything to sell or advertise, I would just as soon it be done by 
the feminine sex as any other way, for I believe if some of the 
good women of our land had more to do with the packing of 
canned goods, they would be far superior in quality and would 
bring better prices than they do today. So let us not lose sight 


of our duty and do all in our power as conscientious canners to 
assist in any way we can to keep up the standard and quality of 
canned goods, and I believe the price will take care of itself in a 
great measure. Let the canner remember when he is packing 
the goods they are to be eaten by human beings, and also bear 
in mind, that while it is very essential to have a nice label to 
give the cans a good appearance, that it is the goods on the in- 
side to be eaten and not the label on the outside.

In considering the food market, one must give attention to 
the public taste—not only to purse and palate—but also to tke 
HYGIENIC TREND of that which is so rapidly becoming preva- 
lent.

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careless, slovenly workers employed in many different factories. 
This proves that the cheapest help may be the dearest. The 
spirit of neatness or sanitation should pervade even the mind of 
the employee—although it may cost more to hire him. The 
character of the employees more than anything else except the 
character of their employer, determines the quality of the fin- 
ished product and its sale to the public. A little mental sanita- 
tion in hiring workmen would mean cleaner raw product, cleaner 
utensils, cleaner factories and cleaner canned goods, put up in a 
scientific manner.

Growing Tomatoes for Early Market. 


By John W. Lloyd, Assistant Chief in Olericulture, and I. S. 
Brooks, Assistant in Olericulture, at the 
Univerity of Illinois.

HOT BEDS. 

While the ideal method of growing tomato plants involves 
starting the seed in a greenhouse late in winter, most growers 
have not the advantage of greenhouse facilities, and are there- 
fore obliged to resort to the use of hotbeds. These are of two 
types: the fire, and the manure, hetbed. The former type is 
better adapted to starting the plants in cold weather, but either 
type will answer for receiving the plants at the first shift. 


CONSTRUCTION OF FIRE HOTBEDS. 


The essential features of a fire hotbed are a long sash-cov- 
ered frame underlaid by two flues connected with a fire-pit at 
one end and chimneys at the other. An ideal location for the 
hotbed is a gradual slope to the South or East. Such a loca- 
tion insures full exposure to sunlight, protection from cold 
winds, good draft for the flues and drainage for the fire-pit. 
An area six feet wide and from 80 to 100 feet long is marked off 
in such a way that one end of the bed will be a few feet higher 
than the other. A row of posts is set along each side of this 
area, those on the north or west side extending 18 inches above 
the level of the ground, and those on the south or east side 
12 inches. These posts must be set about 2% feet deep to pre- 
vent their being heaved out by frost. The distance between 
the posts will depend upon the length of lumber to be used in 
making the frame. For 16-foot lumber, the posts should be 
placed 5 feet 4 inches apart. 

After the posts are set, boards are nailed onto the inside of 
these rows of posts to make the walls of the bed. It is well to 
allow the boards to extend two inches above the tops of the 
posts, so that the latter will not interfere with the sash.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Marvel of marvels, Maryland has at last gotten a Pure Food 
Law. Yes, the Legislature passed a pure food law last week, 
modled upon the National Law. 


We are not able to give our readers the full text of this law 
as yet, because the Governor has just signed it. But we have 
it, and that is equivalent to the call of ‘‘Attention !’’ 


There will be a half dozen inspectors put into the field to 
see that the products handled are all they should be, and that 
the methods under which they are handled are sanitary. There 
will be some corrections made, no doubt; more in the lines out- 
side of the canning business, but some in that, too. Attention ! 


The law goes into effect on July 1, 1910, so that it will 
cover practically all the operations of this season’s canning; it 
is to be enforced through the State Board of Health, under the 
direction of a State Food and Drug Commissioner and his in- 
spectors. As we have said the law is based upon the National 
Law, and is governed in its rules and regulations by the rules 
and regulations made by the National Government. 


We are in receipt of the following letter from the secretary 
of the National Canners’ Association: 


Office of Director of Publicity, Bel Air, Md. 
APRIL 5, IgIo. 
Gentlemen: 
Enclosed is a copy of a clipping which covers a case of 
great interest to all canners. 


We learn that the owner of these goods cannot appeal this 
case because of previous heavy expense, and it will stand asa 
precedent for all government food officials. 


It is suggested that in view of its great importance to the 
canners that the Bureau of Publicity of the National Canners’ 
Association appeal this case to United States District Court of 
Appeals, and if the lower court is affirmed, a move be made im- 
mediately to have the Pure Food Law amended so as to allow 
for swells and leaks, as they cannot be entirely prevented by 
any known process. 


We want your co-operation in this matter in the way of 
suggestions that you may care to make. If an appeal is to be 
entered it will have to be done at once, so please let us hear 
from you by return mail.

Court Upholds Food Agents Authority. 


Decides United States Inspector’s Decision Condemn- 
ing Canned Tomatoes is Final. 


48,000 CANS IMPOUNDED. 


ForT WortTH, Texas, March 25. 
Holding in effect that the action of a United States pure 


food inspector under the pure food and drug act is final a de- 
cision was rendered in the United States District Court here 
today ordering the impounding of « shipment of 48,000 cans 
of tomatoes, notwithstanding that only a small percentage 
was declared unfit for food. 


The court decided that the entire shipment was subject to 
condemnation, but entered juagment directing the marshal to 
destroy the detective cams and deliver the remainder to the 
owner, who is held responsible for all costs of the proceedings. 
Further, the court ruled no testimony could be admitted to 
show that the goods had been packed in compliance with the 
pure tood act, nor could the further fact that the damage re- 
sulted in transportation be considered. 


It was also decided that the owner of the goods was not 
entitled to samples of the seized goods or a copy of the chem- 
ist’s report condemning them.—Copy of newspaper clipping. 


This seizure of tomatoes in Texas, because of an unusually 
large lot of ‘‘swells,’’ has caused a whole lot of talk and specu- 
lation in the industry, and from the view taken by the National 
Association, rightly so. But we are inclined to think there is 
more behind this case than the newspaper clipping says. We 
say this with due consideration of the case, and ot the packer 
who packed the goods. 


| The placing of the Government inspector in the position of 
absolute authority does not seem to contorm with genera: prac- 
tices in this respect, because the Bureau of Chemistry is com- 
pelled under the law to pass upon all such questions. It de- 
volves upon the inspector, of course, to discover the violations 
and bring them to the attention of the Bureau of Chemistry, 
and in this his authority is absolute. Accordingly his evidence 
before the Court carries much weight, particularly in such a 
case as this. 


But this is a peculiar case. The goods were rejected, if we 
understand rightly, by the jobber, because of the bad condition 
in which they arrived, due to the number of swells. ‘'Wrang- 
ler’’ called attention to this feature last week, when he com- 
plained of the bad business shown by many canners in shipping 
goods that were not properly sorted over before shipment, and 
the consequent expense and trouble the jobbers are put to in 
cleaning up and relabeling the goods. We understand that the 
packer of these goods was ready and willing to refund for all 
swells, etc., and that virtually this is another case of goods 
bought on a declining market and rejected by the jobbers 
because of the decline. 


But the question is, why did the Government take such 
action? It seems that the cans which were sound and good 
were returned tothe buyers, and only the swells retained or 
destroyed. We are not defending the action, but it seems diff- 
cult to see how the officials could eliminate the bad from the 
good without seizing the whole lot. We do not believe the 
goods would have been seized if there had been only the usual 
amount of swells. If the number of swells was not unusual 
then it is time the Association took some action towards pre- 
venting a repetition of this, because there is no justice in the 
Government’s seizing a whole block of goods because of the few 
swells which a long shipment always develops.

The dirt should be dug out from between the walls to 
within three inches of the posts on either side. At the upper 
end of the bed it is dug out to a depth of six inches, the depth 
gradually increasing until the lower end of the bed is reached, 
where it is 2% feet. The excavation is extended several feet 
beyond the lower end of the bed. This extension is made one 
foot narrower and 13% feet deeper than the bed proper. Six 
feet of the upper part is to be used for the fire-pit, the lower 
part being dug out for convenience in firing. The sides of the 
pit are walled up with rock or brick to a height of two feet, and 
covered with broad, flat rocks well supported by iron bars, or 
the cover may be entirely of old boiler iron. 

From each side of the back of the fire-pit, a trench twelve 
inches deep and nine inches wide is dug diagonally toward the 
side of the bed. When within four inches of the side of the ex- 
cavation the direction is changed and the trench cut parallel 
with the side of the bed. These trenches are covered closely 
with flat stones to prevent dirt from filling them. The dirt 
which is first filfed in over these stones is well packed to prevent 
smoke from going through into the dirt of the bed. Thus, flues 
are made which conduct the heat and smoke under the bed to 
the chimneys at the upper end. 

In localities where rock is not easily obtained, sewer tile 
4 to 6 inches in diameter are sometimes used for flues in place of 
the rock-covered flues above described. In this case it is un- 
necessary to excavate the full width of the bed, since the tile 
can be placed in the bottom of trenches dug to the proper 
depth. 

Chimneys for the upper ends of the flues are made by nail- 
ing together four ten-inch boards. The board on the side to- 
ward the flue should be a foot shorter than the other three so as 
to allow an opening into the chimney. 

As the flues are finished, most of the dirt which was dug 
out is shoveled back into the bed, filling it to the original level 


or perhaps two inches higher. Boards are nailed across the 
ends of the bed. The fire-pit is covered about two feet deep 
and the remainder of the dirt is banked against the outside of 
the walls of the bed. Additional dirt should be piled against 
the walls to bank them to the top, for the severe weather of 
February and March will make it necessary to protect the plants 
as much as possible. 

To be in readiness for use in the spring the bed should be 
completed in the fall, and the soil put in for growing the plants. 
This should be about four inches deep. Soil rich in humus and 
relatively free from weed seeds is secured. This is usually en- 
riched with well-rotted manure in the proportion of one load of 
manure to ten loads of soil. After the soil is put in, the bed is 
left open to the weather until late in December, when it is cov- 
ered with sash to keep out rain and snow. 


The sash are supported by cross-bars resting on the walls 
of the bed. Each cross-bar is made by nailing together two 
strips of wood, one of which is 1x3 inches, and just long enough 
to fit loosely between the walls of the bed, and the other is 1x2 
inches, and as long as the sash, so that the ends may rest upon 
the sides of the bed. These supporting strips afford a base on 
which to slide the sash in opening the bed, and also insure good 
connections between adjoining sash. 

Early in February, about a week before the seeds are to be 
planted, a fire is started in the pit in order to warm the soil in 
the bed and put it in condition for working. A hot fire is re- 
quired for several days to get the bed into good condition at 
this time of the year, but after the soil has once become warm 
much less fuel is needed to keep up sufficient heat. 


CONSTRUCTION OF MANURE HOTBEDS. 


When only a small number of plants is wanted, it is usually 
preferable to grow them in a manure hotbed, rather than go to 
the labor and expense of constructing a fire hotbed. A manure

frame on top of a flat pile of fermenting manure. However, 
such a bed is badly exposed to winds, and is less satisfactory in 
cold weather than a bed made by placing the frame above a pit 
containing the manure. The pit may be merely an excavation 
in the ground or may be walled up with plank or even brick, if 
a permanent bed is desired. The bed must be a well drained 
location if the manure is placed in a pit; otherwise water would 
likely creep into the pit and interfere with the proper fermenta- 
tion of the manure. 

The preparation of manure for a hotbed should begin at 
least three weeks before the hotbed is to be used. Fresh horse 
manure from grain-fed animals should be placed in a compact 
pile. The manure should contain a fair amount of litter, but 
should not be too strawy. If it is rather dry, it should be mois- 
tened with water as it is being piled. As soon as fermentation 
has become well started, the manure should be thoroughly 
forked over and re-piled. Care should be taken to break up all 
lumps and place the coolest manure from the outside of the origi- 
nal pile in the midst of the new pile, to insure uniform fermen- 
tation of the entire mass. As soon as the whole pile is steam- 
ing, the manure may be placed in the pit, or ina flat pile eight 
feet wide if the bed is to be constructed entirely above ground. 
The manure should be thoroughly tramped as it is being piled, 
and care taken to have it uniformly compact throughout the 
bed, so that it will not settle unevenly, and let the soil sink 
away in spots after the bed isin operation. A good plan is to 
put the manure on in layers about six inches deep, and tramp 
each layer thoroughly before putting on the next. When the 
bed is completed, the manure should be about two feet deep. 
If a pit has been used, the manure should extend approximately 
to the level of the ground. 


As soon as the manure has been placed in the bed, the 
frame and sash should be put on to protect the bed from rain or 
snow and help retain the heat. The soil in which the plants are 
to be grown may be placed in the bed at this time or a few days 
later, but in no case should seeds be sown or plants set until 
after the violent heat following the moving of the manure has 
somewhat subsided. Sometimes this violent heating does not 
become evident for three, four, or even more, days after the bed 
is made, and a person is inclined to think the bed is not going 
to heat. It would be a serious mistake to plant the bed at this 
juncture, for if the manure is of good quality and has been 
properly handled, the violent heating is sure to occur, and would 
kill any seeds or plants in the bed. Some persons favor putting 
in the soil when the bed is first made, for the sake of killing the 
weed seed in the soil by this violent heating. After the bed has 
heated up, and then cooled down to 85° F. the tomato seeds may 
safely be sown. 

The hotbed frame should be twelve inches high in front and 
sixteen or eighteen inches high at che rear. It should be six 
feet wide, outside measure, and long enough “to accommodate 
the number of sash required; or if alarge amount of hotbed 
space is required, it is a common practice to make a series of 
beds of four sash each. Since a ‘‘3x6’’ sash is a little over 
three feet wide, the frame will need to be over twelve feet long 
to accommodate four sash. It isa good plan to measure the 
exact width of the four sash to be used, and cut the lumber for 
the frame accordingly. In making the back of the frame avoid 


having a crack near the top of the bed. If only a small amount 
of hotbed room is needed, a bed may be made with only two, or 
even one sash. Unless the hotbed is of the permanent type, it 
is advisable to have the frame put together with screws, so that

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it may be taken down at the close of the season without split- 
ting the lumber. The frame can then be stored ina small space 
until needed the next season. 

PLANTING THE SEED. 


The method of preparing the soil in the bed and planting 
the seed is the same whether a fire hotbed or a manure hotbed 
is used. When the proper temperature has been secured, the 
soil is leveled off and worked down into a fine seed-bed. The 
time of planting the tomato seed will depend somewhat upon the 
latitude. In the extreme southern part of the state the seed is 
sown from February 10 to 20. Farther north the planting is 
done from March 1to15, About four seeds to the inch are 
sown in rows three or four inches apart. Sown at these dis- 
tances one ounce of seed will piant a little over two sash. One 
ounce of seed is usually planted for each acre of tomatoes to be 
set in the field, though this allows for considerable loss and the 
rejection of all inferior plants.

Fines for various reasons, in the case of canned goods it is 
invariably short weight, still continue to be imposed upon some 
manufacturers. It is interesting to note that nine papers out of 
ten head such articles ‘‘Fines for Adulterations,’’ and every 
canner knows what harm this does to the sale of canned goods. 
Watch your labels and cases and see that they are properly 
marked. 


Canning In New Jersey. 


According to W. C. Garrison, chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics of New Jersey, the canning industry assumed far 
greater importance during 1909 than ever before. The growth 
during the past few years has been very rapid, but the past year 
has been more so than any other in the history of the business 
in the State. . 

He points out the benefit to the farmers, showing that 
wherever successful canning establishments have been con- 
structed, farming has assumed a wider degree of prosperity and 
there has been a development which has benefited all alike. 
Further, subsidiary industries, like the manufacture of glass 
and metal vessels for holding the preserved foods, have 
assisted materially in the industrial development of certain com- 
munities. Consequently the canning industry is causing a 
business development in certain specified lines which is coatrib- 
uting much to the business growth of the State, as a whole. 

There are forty-three canning factories in the State. With 
the exception of two in Union and one in Mercer, they are all 
located in the counties south of Mercer. Most of them are in 
Cumberland and Salem. 

The condition of the industry, as shown in the reports re- 
ceived by the Bureau, are eloquent of the value of the industry 
to the State. The following facts are given: 

Number of canning establishments, 43; capital invested, 
$395,754; number of persons employed, 5,392; total amount paid 
in wages, $431,234; total selling value of products, $2,209,612; 
average number of persons employed per establishment, 83; 
average season’s earnings of employes, $79.97. 

These items all show an increase of from 3 to 10 per cent, 
as compared with the exhibit of the preceding year, excepting 
in the total selling value which because of reduced prices on 
some leading varieties, shows a falling off of $53,749. The

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largest amount invested in one establishment is $200,000; the 
smallest amount, :$1,000, and the average $21,762. The high 
average value of the investments shows that the plants are all 
modern and thoroughly equipped with the latest and most ex- 
pensive apparatus. It is evident, too, that the owners have 
prepared to do a large business in a majority of instances. 

The fruit pack as reported for the year is given in pounds 
as follows: Blackberries, 892,204; cherries, 69,500; pears, 
3,679,428; peaches, 996; raspberries, 86,040; strawberries, 
1,401,128; blueberries, 1,500; pineapples, 25,200; gooseberries, 
2,400. Total, 6,158,396. 

The vegetable pack for the year was greater than ever 
before known. The figures as reported follow, in pounds: To- 
matoes, 49,412,376; pumpkins, 850,824; squash, 12,142,944; 
lima beans, 17,525,184; spinach, 502,764; peas, 12,119,184; 
string beans, 62,256; asparagus, 1,257,308; rhubarb, 1,386,096; 
sweet potatoes, I,919,940; okra, 10,440; beets, 30,000; pork and 
beans, 12,132. Total, 97,130,448. 

It is said, too, that considerable increase will be made this 
year.

som people expect miracles from every dollar they invest in advertising. 


If they buy a block of merchandise, a piece of land, stocks, or bonds, they are 
quite satisfied if they get in return a fairly good profit. A miracle is some- 
thing which they never expect from such investments. 


But when it comes to investing in advertising it is a horse of another color. 
Results to them are only satisfactory if they get back the original dollar invested, as 
well as the dividends, by the first mail. 


Advertising does great things. All great modern businesses have been built up on 
advertising. But there have been no miracles performed. Good advertising produces 
good results. Sometimes the results are apparent at once. 


Sometimes the results, like bread cast upon the waters, are not seen until after 
many days. But they are sure to be seen eventually. The character of the results 
depends a great deal upon the article advertised and the character of the copy. 


Business men who expect miracles to be worked by every dollar they invest in 
advertising had better not essay to join the army of progressive business men. They 
will be disappointed if they do. As long asa dollar lasts they will at least have the 
satisfaction of feeling it in their pocket. . 


Only those should advertise who know that advertising is a straight business in- 
vestment, productive of good results if judiciously done and properly attended to. 


Great results from one brief venture in the advertising field are no more possible 
than a cultured man from one day’s tuition. 


Both are the results of gradual and persistent effort, not of miracles. 


In the trade journal the reader meets the advertiser half way. The buyer takes 
the trade journal because he wants to read the advertisements as well as the text. 

The reader seeks money-making information and suggestions in his trade paper. 
He is just as desirous of getting information about appliances and supplies which can 
be turned to profit as he is of getting other information from the editorial pages. 

Drop the advertising pages from the trade journal and the circulation will drop. 
Improve the advertising pages and the circulation will increase.

The undersigned, Committee on Legislation, begs to report 
that by direction of the Executive Committee it has examined the pro- 
posed dating bill, known as House bill No. 19265, and find that the same 
relates only to meat and meat-food products, which has been inspected 
and passed under the act providing for the inspection of meats and 
approved June 30, 1906. 

As this bill in no way affects fruit, vegetable, fish or oyster packers, 
your Committee recommends that the members of the National Canners’ 
Association refrain from writing their members in Congress asking their 
influence to defeat the bill. 

Your Committee. will be promptly advised of any bill which may be 
introduced requiring the date to be put upon tins of fruits and vegetables, 
and will immediately put itself in communication with the members of the 
Association, requesting at that time that they at once get in correspondence 
with their respective members of Congress asking their influence to pre- 
vent the enactment of such a measure.

Poisonous Tomatoes. 


Our old familiar friend the tomato is under suspicion again. 
When it first obtained a place in cultivation it was uuder the 
guise of an ornamental plant named love apple. As such it was 
regarded as deadly poisonous and its relationship to the night- 
shades gave color tothe belief. Sooner or later, however, it 
was found to be edible and thereupon it was transferred to the 
garden where it has since remained as a highly-prized fruit. 
Its harmful characteristics always have been more or less hinted 
at, however, and but a short time ago tomatoes were reputed to 
cause cancer. Of course this was all nonsense, but there seems 
more truth in the charge that is now being made by various 
physicians to the effect that some kinds of tomatoes are likely 


to cause heart trouble. Since all people are not affected alike 
it seems still to be a question whether all tomatoes are harmful 
or whether only a few persons are susceptible. It is well 
known that the luscious strawberry appears to be poisonous to 
some people, but that does not prevent the rest of us from iu- 
dulging in strawberry shortcake. The harm in the tomato is 
laid to ‘‘lycopersic acid’’, whatever that may be. It is supposed 
to be most abundant in tomatoes that have been picked green 
and ripened on the way to market and the moral of all this is 
that one should eat only fresh tomatoes, and the inference that 
he should gruw them himself. If the fact that some people’s 
hearts are affected by stale tomatoes induces every man to make 
a garden, we shall welcome the discovery of ‘‘lycopersic acid.”’ 
—AMERICAN BOTANIST. 


‘Should fruit trees be pruned the year of planting?’ is a 
question on which doctors disagree most vigorously. As to 
fruits with kernels, like the peach, opinion is almost unanimous 
that even planted fairly late in spring, there is an advantage in 
pruning the same season, i. e., the end of March. On the con- 
trary, seed fruits like the apple and pear, are more open to dis- 
cussion, and a learned French horticulturist, M. Pierre Passy, 
solves the question as follows: When trees have been planted 
under the best conditions, dug when dormant without injuring 
the roots, planted October to January in well prepared and en- 
riched soil, they may well be pruned at the end of March. The 
trees will not suffer and a year will have been gained in their 
development. When, however, for any reason, conditions have 
been unfavorable, planting late, rootlets dried, maimed or 
frosted, or the soil badly prepared, only a slight shortening of 
the branches should be undertaken, though by this process a 
year’s development be lost. A second objection to the non- 
pruning system is that the young trees sometimes begin to bear 
too early and so sap their vitality. -GARDENING.

Dear Sir:— 

I see from an editorial in your issue of March 25th you advocate the 
forming of a central selling agency and that you advocate the forming of 
some plan among the packers where they are to be paid a reasonable profit 
on the business that they do. 

If selling agencies become a fact, the packers must first submit them- 
selves to an agreement to let someone else handle their goods and sell them 
forthem. I would recommend a selling agency such as adopted and suc- 
cessfully operated by the citrus fruit growers of California, and as to the 
working of that plan of selling goods, I would refe1 the readers to the 
Saturday Evening Post of last week, March 26th, and you will find that 
told by someone capable of writing facts; showing how badly the fruit 
growers of California were treated, and how littie their land was worth 
and how they suffered at the hands of commission men before the forma- 
tion of that association. 

They are all now prosperous, they have better quality because of the 
better prices and better methods in marketing their goods. Orange groves 
that were not worth caring for 8 years ago are now worth anywhere from 
one to two thousand dollars per acre. The tobacco planters in the State of 
Kentucky who were being starved to death afew years ago are now market- 
ing their products at not alone a profitable price, but a highly profitable 
price. 

After all, with few exceptions, these central selling agencies and 
gentlemen—agreements have not amounted te much. I have seen that 
system tried over and over again, only to result in failure. Of course, any 
system that would even afford temporary relief would be an improvement 
on present conditions to put the canning business on a proper basis. 

A number of the present companies, must be organized into one, two, 
three or four more canning companies, who will make a sufficient assort- 
ment of goods, a sufficient variety of products to justify their organizing a 
proper selling system, that will justify their adopting trade mark brands, 
and spending money advertising their lines and dividing the profits on the 


business done. The goods would go to the consumer at no greater price 
than at present. 2 

While it is a matter of fact that in some of the cities the present low 
prices of tomatoes, peas, pumpkin, etc., are refunded to the consumer, in 
go per cent. of the cases the consumer still pays 1o cents for a can of 
tomatoes, 10 cents for a can of kraut, 10 cents for a can of peas, 10 cents 
for a can of pumpkin or hominy, for the ordinary standard grades of goods* 
At that price the jobber makes a good-round profit, the retailer fares 
equally as well, while the packer who furnishes the products, out of which 
the jobber and retailer make a good round profit, furnishes the stock at 
cost or less than cost. 

How in the world do you expect to improve the conditions that are so 
unsatisfactory, and the quality, the sanitary conditions of the factory, im- 
prove the wages paid, improve the advertising methods and the methods 
of marketing the products to the best advantage, when the packer is 
losing money on the business he is doing? He hasn’t the money with 
which to improve conditions. 

Matters are growing from bad to worse. The canned goods public are 
continually preaching to improve the quality. Good advice is cheap, but 
it takes money to pack good tomatoes, for which you will receive in return 
a less amount than ycu paid for producing the quality that you are urged 
to produce, 

The writer saw some standard No. 3 tomatoes packed in Michigan, de- 
livered in Chicago at 65c. per doz., with 1§c. rate of freight, and with 1% % 
off for cash and 2% brokerage; it is needless for me to point out where that 
packer got off in this transaction. 

Today the writer received several bids from a Southern city for No. 2 
tomatoes to be delivered at that city at 47%c. per doz., freight rate 19¢c. 
per hundred pounds, subject to the usual claims for swells and leaks, the 
usual cash discount and the usual brokerage. 

In the opinion of the writer something should be done to improve 
conditions that are now so unsatisfactory. 

The writer would like to have the opinion of some of his fellow 
packers; they have good reason and ideas that might be of benefit to 


others.

LYE HOMINY Standards, as adopted by Indiana Canners’ Asso. 
No. 3 Standard—Minimum gross wt. 39 oz. and 18 oz. hominy 
after draining; can filled to one inch of top 
when drained. Prepared from medium sized 
white corn, and to contain not more than 
5 per cent. of black tips. 
No. 3 Fancy—Minimum wt. after draining, 22 0z.; contents 
%4-inch from top of can; 2 per cent black tips; pre- 
pared from selected white corn. 


CONDENSED MILK Standard—Law as passed by U. S. Govern- 

ment. Also the State of Illinois. 

Law provides that condensed and evaporated milk shall 

contain not less than 28 per cent of milk solids and 7.7 per cent 
of milk fat.
